NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] The World 
says that before Christmes the 
Standard Oil Company will be 
pumping oil from Indian Terri- 
tory to Bayonne.

The line will run from Red 
Ford, in the Creek Nation, across 
the Osage Indian Reservation 
into Bartlesville, in the Unerdkee 
Nation, up the Chanute in Kan- 
sas, and thence, by way of Kan- 
sas City and Whiting, Ind., to the 
Atiantic Coast.

Mery little after echedule time. 

In addition to Anacenda and Butte,’ 
stops for speeches were made at Big 
Timber, Livingstone. Bozeman and 
Whitehall. At-all of those places ex- 
cept Bozeman, Practically the entire 


population turned out to welcome the 
Vice-Presidential candidate and his 
associates, and the exception at Boze- 
man was caused by a misunderstand- 
ing of the time of arrival. At Living- 
stone and Big Timber the schoo! chil- 
dren were marshaled for especial dis- 
play, and formed a notable feature of 
the meeting. Addresses were made at 
all the stopping points by Senators 
Fairbanks and Dolliver and Senator 
Carter, and in_each instance their re- 
marks were frequently punctuated. by 
applause 

In the. main, the speeches were along 


general lines, and consisted largely 
of ap ls to sustain existing condi- 
tions by voting the Republican ticket. 


At Whitehall, the Arain backed slightiy 
while Senator Fatrbanks was speaking 
and he made an instantaneous hit by 
remarking: “This must be a Demo- 
cratic train, as it shows a disposition 
to move backwards.”

Second Day of the Bar Asso- 
ciation’s Work. 


Mediation in Russo-Japanese 
War Desirable. 


Nevada Given Re presentation. 
Arizona Member.

ST. LOUIS, Sept. 27.—The second 
day's scssion of the American Bar 
Association was called to order today 
by President James Hagerman of St. 
Louis. 

After a short exeoutive session, the 
general session was resumed, and the 
annual address of Hon. Amos MM. 
Thayer, United States Circuit Judge 
for the Eighth Circuit of St. Lonpis, 
vas read by Juilge Franklin Perris, 
also of this city. Jurge Thayer was 
pres-nt, but owing to a heavy cold 
was_unable to deliver the address him- 
self. The subject of the address was 
‘The Louisiana Purchase; It's Influ- 
ence and Development Under Ameri- 
can Rule.’ 

Foliowing Judge Thayer's address, 
the session was eccupied with reports 
cf standing committees, and at the 
conclusion of the reports a recess was 
taken. 

When the association again assem- 


bied, Benjamtea F. Abbott of Georgla 
was introduced, and made a® address 
on ‘To What Extent Will Nation 


Protect ite Citizens tn Foreign Coun- 
tries T 

The association then listened to re- 
perts of special committees. The 
standing Committee on Jurisprudence 
and Law Refosem submitted its report, 
Cealing with sales of honorary degrees 
and combinations or trusts, The re- 
port stated that a careful investiga- 
thon throughout the country had been 
made to ascertain how far the evil of 
the sale of honorery degrees in law ex- 
ised, and that bur a :\rgle instance 
had been discovered—in Tennessee. 

Regarding the subject of combination 
in the form of trusts, the committee 
reported that under the clause of the 
Constitution to regulate commerce, 
Congress has no power to create cor- 
porationsa, except which have for 
their object the arrying on of exclu- 
sive interstate business. The report 
concluded by submitting a resolution: 

“That the bill presented to Congress 
by the Maritime Law Association of 
the United States, entitled ‘An act to 


Authorize the Maintenance of ‘tons 
for Negligence Causing Death in 
Maritime Cases,’ is, in the opinion of 


thie association, o..e which supplies a 
defect in the law of the United States, 
and we earnestly recommend to Con- 
gress thet it should take up and pass 
this bill.” 

A lengthy discussion folllowed the 
presentation of the report of the Com- 
mittee on Jurisprudence ang Law Re- 
form. The report was adopted with the 
exception of that section concerning 
the taxation of property, which was re. 
ferred to the Committee on Uniformity 
of Lawes. 

The rt of the Committee Ju- 
dictal hdmintotration and Remedial 
Procedure was ‘received and laid on 
the table. A mM@solution was adopted 
providing that the majority and mi- 
nority reports of the Committee on 
Commerveial Law be received and fled. 
and that, inasmuch as the reports: of 
the committee were not printed and 
distributed fifteen days before the 
meeting of the convention, their con- 
si@pration be postponed until the next 
annual meeting of the association. 
Leave was given the committee to 
amend or supplement the report, pro- 
vided that any amendment or supple- 
mental report be printed and distrib- 
uted previous to the meeting as ‘e- 
quired by the bylaws. 

The report of the standing Commit- 
on International Law briefly re- 
viewed the more important events of 
the year in the field of Internationa! 
law, concluding the review b~ saying: 

he United States have done much to 
promote the setttiement by arbitration 
of international disputes. When once 
our people realize that justice between 
nations ought to be attained by peace- 
ful means, our influence wil! be exer- 
cised in favor of the resort to such 
means and against the arbitrament of 
sword. And that Influence, if we are 
trie to our national traditions, wil! 
become more powerful every year.” 

The report discusses the NRusso-Jap- 
anese War at some length, saying: 

“It ts not for your committee toe 
pass judgment unon the merits of thts 
war; but we do submit that the Jap- 
anese claim is of a character that af- 
fords just ground for mediation under 
the second title of The Hague conven- 
tion. The third article declares {hat 
‘the signatory poWers think it to, de 
useful that one or more powers which 
have no part in the conflict may offer 
of their own Volition, so far as circum- 
stances may make it appropriate their 
friendly offices or their mediation to 
the States engaged in the conflict.’ 

“The United States might. aa it 
seems to your committee, very properly 
avall itself of the provisions of The 
Hague convention, and make an en- 
deavor to put an end to the further 
shedding of biood in Manchuria.” 

The report was adopted. 

The majority report of the standing 
Committee on Commercial Law, sub- 


mitted in pursuance of a_ resolution 
made the last meeting of the con- 
vention, that the committee be § in- 


structed to report specific remedies in 
Jegisiative form for any unlawful com- 
bination which may threaten commer- 
cial intercourse, is based on the con- 
clusion that the resolution referred to 
the Féderal -power to regiate inter- 
state rommerce, rather than to the 


State wer to congrol commerce ex- 
clusively within the Btate. 
The committee is therefore of the 


Opinion that until the existing reme- 
dies recently provided by law for the 
protection of commerce against illegal 
combinations are further invoked and 
their efficiency further tested, 't is not 
necessary to propound additional legis- 
lation extending the summary proce- 
dure. 

A minority report was submitted by 
Walter S. Logan, stating that he was 
uriable to agree entirely with the con- 
clusions Of the other members of the 
Committee on Commercial Law. His 
report concludes: “I know of no better 
weapon that the community has for its 
defense than the weapon of taxation. 
I am the more convinced as to the 
effectiveness of this method of regu-

Empress on Trial for Theft of 
Money.

BERLIN, Sept. 28.—{By Atlantic (a- 
ble.} A former companion of the de- 
eéited Princess Amelia of Schieswig- 
Hojstein, aunt of Empress Auguste 
Victoria, whose deportation to Cairo, 
supposedly at the instance of Duke 
Ernest Guenther, in 1991, created much 
talk, was put on trial here yesterday. 
charged with the theft of money and 
jewels fpom the Princess. The accused, 
Anna Milewsky, was the daughter of 
a village butcher, and became a maid 
to Princess Amelia in 1898 won her 
confidence, and was made her travel- 
ing companion, under the name of 
Countess Michaelovsky, visiting all the 
countries of Europe. 

Duke Ernest Guenther, who desired 
to separate her from the aged Prin- 
cess, followed them to Egypt. where 
two Arabs abducted the Countess and 
kept her prisoner in spite of her appeal 
to the German Consul. She was then 
taken to Port Said on the order of a 
certain Von Biuenmenthal, and later 
she was deported to Germany. 

Her sult against Duke Ernest Guen- 
ther, begun in 1901, for civil damages, 
has not yet been tried. The court, 
after hearing several witnesses, «4- 
journed the criminal hearing to take 
the Duke's testimony. The accused 
claimed the Princess Amelia gave her 
the jewelry in question. Witnesses 
confirmed Countess Michaelovsky's 


claim that she had $20.000 before she 


was employed by the Princess: that 
she loaned the latter money, and that 
she received a portion of the jewelry 
as gifts instead of wages.

Third Eucharistic Congress Opens in St. 
Patrick's Cathedral, New York. 
Pope Commends Gathering.

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—No event in 
the history of the Roman Catholic 
church in the United States has ever 
brought together so many priests, prel- 
hates and members of the hierarchy as 
the Third Eucharistic Congress, which 
was opened today with solemn pontifi- 
cal masse at St. atrick’s Cathedral. 

The Pope, by a special letter. has 
commended the spirit of the congress, 
the message being delivered to the dele- 
gates, consisting of over 1000 priests, 
half a dozen archbishops, fully a score 
of bishops and numerous monsignors 
and ecclesiasts of high order, by Mar. 
Faiconio, apostolic delegates to the 
United States. At the suggestion of 
Archbishop Farley. the archbishops, 
bishops, monsignors and clergy united 
in sending a message of thanks to Pius 
X, and the following, bearing the signa- 
tures of the archbishop of New York, 
was cabled to Rome: 

“The Third Eucharistic Congress of 
the United States, assembled in the 
Cathedral of New York, thanks the 
Holy Father, Pope Pius X, most cor- 
dially for the paternal love and blessing 
contained in his official benediction, 
and salutes him with filial love and 
loyalty.”

an fron band.’ 

After advising Donelly to pat a stop 
to the strike, the President i repre- 
sented es saying: “In any case, be as- 
sured I will keep my hands off unless 
your folly brings you into collision 
with the lawe of the Unitead states, 
when my hand will go on In @ way you 
will not like. So far as | am con- 
cerned, you have barked up the wrong 
tree. I am to be neither wheediled nor 
frightened into meddling with what is 
none of my business.”

EDUCATORS.

Prof. Howard J. Banker of the 
Southwestern Normal School of Penn- 
sylvania has been elected professor 
of biology in De Pauw University, the 
Methodist school at Greencastle, Ind. 


The directors of the St. Loulg Ex- 
position have selected the “following 
jurors in the section of history: Dr.

Prof. Charles H. Allen, president of 
the State Normal School at San José, 
cied Sunday, September 11, following 
a long illness. Prof. Allen had di- 
rected the affairs of the Normal School 
for efghteen years. He was born in 
Mansfield, Tioga county, Pa., February 
11, 1828. Before coming to this State 
he was engaged in educational lines 
in Pennsylvania, Wisconsin and Ore- 
gon. He left a widow and tenes 
children. 


Dr. William H. |. Maxwell, the new 
president of the Natnonal Educational 
Association, is fifty-two years of age. 
He was born in Ireland, graduated

graduated A.B. from Yale in 1885. 
Then he traveled in Europe and the 
Orient, was literary editor of the 
Chautauqua Press in 1887, the next 
year became vice-president of the 
Chautauqua system, and since 1899 
has been principal of the Chautanqua 
system. Prof. Vincent is the author 
of “Social Mind and Education,” and 
in 1900 recefvel’the degree Ph.D. 
from the University of Chicago. 


Preparations are being made at Co- 
lumbia University, New York City, to 
celebrate the 150th anniversary of the 
founding of Kings College, as the in- 
stitution was formerly called. The 
faculty and students expect to enter- 
tain 20,000 persons October 28 to 31, 
when the regular term begins. Al! the 
participants in the exercises will be 
of the university alumni, of whom 
there are 14,000 living. October 29 a 
football game between Yale and Co- 
lumbia has been arranged. October 
31, the cornerstones of four new 
buildings will be laid—tho university 
chapel, the school and mines building, 
Hartley Hall, and a second dormitory 
building. The convocation takes place 
on the same afternoon. 


At the St. Louls is Exposition are ed- 
ueational exhibits thirty-three 
States, four cities and fifteen foreign 
countries,. besides the leading uni- 
versities of the United States. The 
four cities were chosen by the authori- 
ties of the exposition as representative 
of the schools throughout the country. 
They are New York, Chicago, St. Louls 
and Cleveland. In discussing these 
exhibits, the Outlook says that they 
make it plain that “the child of today 
writes better, spells better nd 
ciphers better than did his father or 
grandfather. In addition, he enjoys a 
fullness of opportunity for the train- 
ing of bis senses and powers of ’ex- 
pression that the older generation 
lacked entirely or obtained by chance 
through casual occupation in child- 
hood or in youth.” 


Dr. Andrew 8. Draper, who resigned 
his office of president of the University 
of Illinois on April 1 to become Com- 
missioner of Education for the State 
of New York, is meeting with success 
in his new position. His duties com- 
bine those of State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction and of secre of 
the University of New York. his 
makes Dr. Draper the chief executive 
officer in the school affairs of the 
State. He has called to his aid three 
of the most compet@®nt men to be 
found anywhere in the country. They 
are Howard J. Rogers, formerly 
Deputy State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction in New York, 
now director of education at 
the St. Louls Exposition; Dr. 
Edward J. Goodwin, principal of the 
Morris High School; and Augustus 8. 
Downing, principal of the New York 
City Training School for Teachers. 
Dr. Draper was, from 1886 to 1892, 
State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction in New York. 


The members of the Moseley Euu- 
cational Commission from England 
have published the report of their vgsit 
to the United States last fall sd 
winter. The Outlook, in commenting 
on the matter, says that this report 
stands at the head of all the educa- 
tional publications of the year. The 
visitors were impressed, first, with 
the absolute belief in the value of ed- 
ucation shown by the people of the 
United States, and also by the spirit 


which animates both teachers and’ 


pupils in American schools. They 
noted the absence of class prejudice 
and of anything like a “religious difm- 
culty,” which is so vexatious in Eng- 
land. They saw the important part 
which manual training is playing in 
the public schools,and they commend- 
ol it. They were greatly impressed 
by the liberality displayed toward ed- 
ucation, and they were led to express 
regret that the remuneration of 
teachers remains so inadequate. All 
but two of the twenty-six visitors 
were “led to view somewhat with 
alarm the growing. preponderance of 
women teachers.” 


Dr. G. Stanley Hall, who has been 
president for many years of Clark 


University, Worcester, Mass.has made 
a careful study of the problems con- 
nected with the question of educating 


boys and girls in the same schools. 


lie thinks that beginning with the 
High School they should be’ in sepa- 
rate buildings. In a paper on the sub- 
ject, read at the National Education 
Association, he gives his reasons for 
thie opinion. In the first place, he 
says, young men should be made more 
ménly, and young women more wom- 
anly. But exactly the opposite re- 
enit is produced by schools where 
beys and girls are educated together. 
Hic Says thar the girls’ manners are 
roughened, while boys become effem!- 
nate, In the class-room the gee will 


always excel under text-book anid reci- 
tation methods, but in laboratory 
methods and in research boys leave 
ge:rls far behind. Dr. Hail closes his 
paper with the following: 

“The higher education of woman 
involves all the difficulties of that of 
man, but with many new ones of Its 
own. The girls’ colleges train for 
self-support, and hold that if mar- 
riage come it can best take care of it- 
self. I urge the precise opposite. The 
bachelor woman, who has developed 
individuation at the expense of gene- 
sic, is a magnificent creation, but not 
made for wifehood or motherhood. 
The thirty years’ wat of sex against 
sex is now slowly passing, and the 
best men and women are now address- 
ing themselves anew to the greatest 
efucational question of our generation 
—how to prolong wit hprofit the pre- 
nubial stage of apprenticeship to life, 
so as to bring the greatest good to 
the greatest number with the least 
evil.”

A shimering cobweb stretches across |

woods beyond. Cobweb? Yes, of 
copper, and over this slender thread, 
so fine that a child could break it, 
severing as it were, the spinal cord 
of the attacking column, are flitting 
backward and forward, orders and ap- 
peals for aid, tidings of the conflict 
raging at the front, mimic to be sure.

THE CORPS IN ACTION. 

Dawn breaks, and the men roll out 


of their blankets as tnsisfent ‘first 
call,” from innumerable bugies, floats 
across the valley. A hot breakfast 


makes them forget the shrewd nip of 
the morning air. and soon assembly is 
blowing and they fall in, ready for the 
day's work. The long lines move out 
of camp, some in blue shirts, others in 
khaki, to take their positions for the 
day's problem. With sharp calis of 
bugles the artillery and cavalry thunder 
past, leaving the plodding infantry suf- 
focating in the dust of their passage. 
The column strings out along the road, 
the solid ranks of infantry broken at 
intervals by ambulance detachments, or 
the fluttering guidons of a staff, and 
all alike enveloped in a dun haze of 
dust that rises high into the still morn- 
ing air. And in the rear come the sig- 
nal men, grim and business-like. their 
wagons and, persons laden with the va- 
ried paraphernalia of their calling. 
The rendezvous is reached and the 
hot and dusty troops defile into the 
woods thaj line the road and throw 
themselves on the ground, taking ad- 
vantage of the few moments’ rest be- 
fore the advance is begun, and the real 
work of the day entered upon. The 
engagement is to be over broken coun- 
try, therefore the reel wagons and coils 
of heavy wire with which they are 
equipped will be of no use and the corps 
men must depend upon their supply of 
“buzzer” wire, which they carry slung 
about them upon spools, three-quarters 
of a mile upon each spool. Headquar'- 
ers is established under a_ spreading 
cak, and here the Commander-in-Chief 
will remain, directing from this point 
tne operations of the several columns 
in the field. A buzzer station is set 
up, and to keep the comman.*’r in con- 
stant tonch with his field officers; to 
keep him informed as to the numbers 
and disposition of the enemy as it is 
ascertained, that the reserves may be 
thrown forward in the most effective 
places and at the proper time: this is 
the work of the Signal Corps. Anda 
upon its faithful performance of this 
duty. no less than upon the valor of the 
“man behind the gun.” depends the 
success of the undertaking. 
Skirmishers are thrown out in a thin 
line and disappear amid the trees and 
undergrowth, carefully feeling their 
way along toward the position where 
the enemy is eupposed to lie concealed. 
Half an hour bring!ng no sound of fir- 
ing from the front. the signal detach- 
ment with the advance gather up their 
outfit and disappear likewise in the 
brush, leaving a faint copper trail be- 
hind them. Each man carries a Colt 
“six-shooter” in a holster at his belt,

In another part of the field a_ dif- 
ferent problem is confronting the 
corps, of no less importance, and cail- 
ing for that ability to cope with un- 
forseen obstacles that has ever char- 
acterized the American fighting man. 


The commander of the right wing 
finds his front menaced by small. 
squads of sharpshooters concealed 
upon precipitous ridges, evidently | 
ec-oening some movement of impor- 
tance. It is necessary for him to! 
know what lies bevond those ridges 
that he may intelligently direct his 
movements. A small body of men 


cannot penetrate that tangle of chap- 
arral-covered backbones, and a 
connoissance in force would tend to 
bring on a general engagement, which | 
is foreign to the plans of the Com- 
mander in Chief. Yet the line must 
b> penetrated, the conditions behind 
it observed, and the result commun!- 
cated to headquarters.

Meanwhile, our signal men worm their 
way to the brow of a hill and find 
themselves within the enemy's main 
line of defense. To their_right.a@ sec- 
,on of battery. its guns cleverly hidden 
behind manties of leaves, awaits the 
advance of the foe. Below on the flat 
lie massed, regiments of infantry, arms 
stacked, and the men lying in the shade 
of the trees. A group of horsemen 
and fluttering guidons, under a_ tree 
in the center of the open, denote a staff 


headquarters. This, then. is their des- 
tination. A connection is taken from 
the fence. the line run to a near-by | 
covert, and there within sound of the 
clicking breech-blocks of the 
hostil> battery, the information 
they have gathered is sent to the 


rear, the working of their instrument 
betraving neither by sight nor sound, 
their presence within the enemy's lines. 
Small matier now if the pair are 
gobbled up. Their object has been ac- 
complished, and one more testimonial 
to the value of modern methods of com- 
munication in time of war, has been 
recorded. And in time of peace the 
functions of the Signa! Corps are no 
less important. In many capacities 
and in many lands; from the lone tel- 
egraph station on the Alaskan tundra, 
to the cable station of a tropic island: 
wherever the military power of the 
I'nited States extends. are found disci- 
ples of this most valuable department 
of our war establishment. using in the 
public service the varied technical 
knowledge with which their training 
has equipped them.

Chinese Led by American. 


Letters received in Atlanta from Roy 
S. Anderson, son of Dr. David L. An- 
derson, the well-known Methodist mis- 
sionary to China, who now holds the 
chair of English in Seochow University, 
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National Finance. 


In the desperate hunt for an issuc in 
the present campaign, the Democratic 
National Committee sent emissaries to 
Washington to see if something could 
not be turned up in the management 
of national finances by the Republican 
party. These gentlemen founc that, at 
the close o* the fiscal year 1904 the 
average rate of interest peid by the 
government on its interest-bearing 
debt was 2.7 per cent.. as against 4.058 
per cent. paid July 1, 1896, 
close of the last Cleveland administra. 
tien. In spite of the war with Spain 
there lias been « substantial reduction 
uf the total public debt in the last eight 
years. 

The ClevelanT administration § of 
1593-97 increased the Londed debt from 
$585,000,000 in 1893 to $847,000,000 in 
1296, and also increased the rate of ‘n- 
terest. After the Spanish war the in- 
terest-bearing ceLt of the country was 
$1.046.000,000, anc the rate of interest 
was 3.857 per cent. Siace that time the 
net reduction in principal under Re- 
sublican administration has been about 
151,006,000, while the rate of Interest 
Las fellen to 2.7 per cent. 

The Panama Canal is to be built. and 
the government will issue bonds to 
ebtain tre money. These, hovever, will 
not .be in one issue, but will be sold 
&® the needs of the work reqvire 
them. It is expected that these bonds 
will all be aken at home, and at a 
rate which wlll net the investor less 
than 2 per cent. aunual intefcest. That 
this will be done no one can doubt 
who is familiar with the bond issues of 
the Spanish war. . 

Nor is the cash balance in the treas- 
tryevin any danger. Im fact it has 
steadily increased ever since the Re- 
1 ublicans, under McKinley, took 
charge of national finances on March 
4. 1897. At that time, the balance was 
$1 12.690,900. AT the close of the last fis- 


cal year, on June 30 of this year. this 


lalance was very neurly $169,000,000. It 
is to be remembered that $50,000,000 
Vas added in 1900 tc the gold reserve, 
wich is not counted as part of the 
cash balance: and that, within the last 
fiscal year, the government has paid 
$50,000,000 fer the Panama Canal and 
loaned $4,500,000 to tne St. Louis Ex- 
Pos.tion, besides meeting all govern- 
mental expenses. 

There ts nothing in the financial 
management of the government which 
can furnish any ammunition to the 
enemy. In fact, they are unwise to call 

ublic attention to treasury matters.

The city of Los Angeles is to 
given the opportunity to double 
amount of its water supply. 

The city today pumps into its reser- 
voirs and pipe lines approximately 30,- 
000,000 gallon® daily. The pror ‘ters 
of the new water proposition state thut 
they could today furnish the city a 
continuous supply of 10,000,000 galions 
per twenty-four hours, and that their 
water-bearine lands can produce 
amount equal to the city’s present sup- 
ply. 

in view of the general interest that 
is taken in the water situation. and 
the su that have been filed in the 
San F ™ ando Valley controversy, the 
propounding of the new proposition to 
increase the city's resources will ex.-ie 
much comment. 

Within the next two weeks it is ex- 
pected the details of a definite offer 
will have been worked out, ready iv 
present, whereby the Paso de Bartolo 
Water Company will offer to the city 
of Los Angeles the former's water sys- 
tem on the Greenwood estate, which 
now can produce 10,000,000 gallons 
daily; and water-bearing lands which 
experts report are capable of produc- 
ing at least 30,000,000 gallons a day. 

This perty is a part of the Green- 
wood estate, and its chief interests are 
held by George D. Greenwood of San 
Francisco. It is located almost ten 
miles due east of Los angeles in the 
Paso ie Bartolo, whete it is said the

It is estimated that there are fully 
| 1000 dtres of water-bearing lands in 
this Paso de Bartolo, and the compaijsy 
already has put down ten test wells.

While this-is a new proposition ‘for 
the consideration of Los Angeles, it 
was investigated to some extent by 
the city of Pasadena about four vears 
ago, and it was found that the eleva- 
tion of that citf over the water-bear- 
ing lands would make the operation of 
the plan impracticable. Pasadena sub- 
sequentiy secured water lands at a 
neareg location. 

The difficulty which confronted Pasa- 
dena, however, is eliminated in tne 
Los Angeles situation, as it is esti- 
mated that there is a rise of not more 
than fifty feet between the wells and 
th: eltv’s eastera highlands. 

Attorney Frank W. Burnett ce- 
turned on Monday from a visit through 
‘the East, and at once began work 
(on the detatie of the proposition to be 
| made to the city. He represents San 
Francisco clients, who will either set] 
directly. or are willing to pipe the 
water from Paso de Bartolbd to the clty 
and supply it on rentals for five years, 
with the privilege to the city of pur- 
chasing the system at the expiration 
of that time.

MAIL WITHOUT STAMPS. 


Special Privilege for Mailing Large 
Quantities of identical Pieces of 
Matter. 


The Postmaster General has just is- 
sued a circular letter giving notice that 
the postal laws and regulations have 
been amended so as to permit the maél- 
ing of large quantities of identical 
pieces of third and fourth class mattér 
without postage stamps being affixed 
to each piece. On lots of 2000 or over 
of identical pieces of mail, the postage 
can be paid in a lump sum to the - 
master, without the trouble of affixine 
a stamp to-each piece. Persons desir- 
ing to avail themselves of this privilege 
must, however, first obtain a special 
permit to do so from the postmaster, 
and certain rules and formalities must 
then be complied with before the post- 
master can accept such mall without 
stamps. 

Each piece of matter mailed under 
the provisions of this séction of the 
law must bear on its face (address 
side) in the upper left corner, the name 
of the sender and the postoffice of mall- 
ing, and in the upper right corner a 
statement of its class, the amount of 
postage paid, the words “paid in 
money,’ and the permit number, in the 
form and in the size of type prescribed 
in the permit. Each mailing mast con. 


and must be accompanied with a state- 
ment signed by the sender, showing the 
permit number, the class of matter, the 
total number of pieces in the mailing. 
and the exact weight of a single piece. 
Postage on the entire quantity must be 
paid in money at the time the matter 
is presented aq the postoffice. 

A pamphlet of general postal infor- 
mation has been issued by ihe depart- 
ment. It contains the classification, 
conditions, and postage rates for do- 
mestic arm? foreign mail matter, and is 
for free distribution to the pubDlic 
through postmasters. No copies will 
be supplied direct to the public from 
the department. As nearly as practic- 
able, one copy to each family and cach 
business establishment within a | 08:ai 
district will be provided.

Parents Dispense With Services of 
Physician Called in by Neighbors 
and Against Medica! Man's Protests 
Turn Case Over to “Healer”-—Pian- 
ning Hospital Building. 


WHITTIER, Sept. 27.—According to 
popular belief here, little Jimmie Mc-

OCEAN PARK. 
FOR A GREATER CITY. 

OCEAN PARK, Sept. 2.—At the 
meeting of the Ocean Park City Trus- 
tees last night the ordinance pointing 
the way to a Greater Ocean Park was 
passed. The measure provides for the 
annexation of Short Line Beach and 
the Strand to Ocean Park and callie a 
special election to be held on Monday, 
October 31. The election is to be held 
simultaneously in the city, and in the 
territory propose! to be annexed. The 
only question to be voted upon will be 
that of annexation. There is no doubt 
as to the outcome, as this is oniv part 
of a plan for the concerted building‘of 
an Ocean Park city in reality, as well 
as in name. The next move on the 
checkboard will be the endeavor to ex- 
clude the south part of Santa Monica 
from the mother city and annex it to 
Ocean Park. This is the dream of the 
builders of the clty on the stran1. 
Such an outcome would give them in 
uninterrupted crescent of ocean” front- 
age nearly five miles in extent, includ- 
ing the Hollister, Pier and Windward- 
avenue piers. 

The Prustees adopted a_ resolution 
providing for the advertisement for 
bids for a telephone franchise as ap- 
plied for by the Home company. 

RUSHING NEW PIERS. 

Hollister avenue’s ocean front pre- 
sented a busy scene today, men and 
teams being engaged in clearing away 
and straightening out of the lumber 
and piling preparation to the building 
of Santa Monica Bay's first double- 
decked pier. The pile driver is 
pected to arrive tomorrow, and imme- 
ditely thereafter the new pier will »be- 
gin to assume shape.

This structure already extends a 
distance of four hundred feet into the 
deep.

AND BOOST. 


Ministers Talk Politics and\ 


Temperance. 


Church Meeting Discusses Su- 
pervisor Fight. 


Burdette Says His Pulpit 
Will be a Stump. 


The “preacher In politics,’ that fac- 
tor which has proven such a bugbear 
to many a partisan politician, was cer- 
tainly in evidence fast night at the 
First Methodist Church, at the meeting 
of the citizens associated in the Better 
Government League. 

And such a boost as three of the 
candidates for Supervisoral honors re- 
ceived—it should have made them rosy 
with modest blushes, And such 4 
knocking as the three men whom they 
are pitted against did get-—it Was a 
“knockfest’ even superior to that 
which Was in progress at Hazard’s Pa- 
Villon, only a block away. 

The speakers were the venerable Dr. 
Chapman, superintendent of the 
State Anti-Saloon League; Dr. Hugh 
K. Walker, pastor of Immanuel Pres- 
byterian Church; Dr. A. W. Adkinsen, 
presiding elder of the Los Angeles dis- 
trict of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church; Rev. Robert J. Burdette, pas- 
tor of the Temple Baptist Church; 
Leonard Merril] and George Alexander. 
Rev. Levi D. Barr, pastor of the 
Friends Church, gave the invocativn, 
and other ministers were in the audi- 
ence. First Church auditorium was 
well filled and the audience was en- 
thusiastic over the proposition to elect 
strong temperance men to office as 
Supervisors. 


Leonard Merril] presided, and Dr. 
Chapman was the first spedker. He de- 
tailed the conditions which led up to 


the present situation in the Supervisor 
fight, and showed the reasons why the 
cemperance people are opposing the 
election of Patterson, Louder and 
Peter iison. 

“Mr. Patterson has voted to grant 
twenty-two liquor licenses, twenty-one 
of which were for precincts that had 
voted to be ‘dry. said Dr, Chapman. 
He paid his compliments In vigorous 
language to the other two candidates, 
and set forth the reasons of the tem- 
perancé people for supporting Walter 
8. Bailey, a Democrat, in the Fourth 
District; George Alexander, who was 
beaten in the Republican convention, 
but who Is now an independent candi- 
date in the Second District, and L. V. 
Glasscock, a Prohibitionist, in the Fifth 
District. 

Dr. A. W. Adkinson spoke of the 
clear-cut issue between the temper- 
ance forces and the I'quor interests in 
these three Supervisor districts and 
urged that all temperance men get 
Out and do personal! work for the elec- 
tion of the men indorsed by the Anti- 
Saloon League. 

Dr. Hugh K. Walker stirred up much 
enthusiosm by his vigorous denuncta- 
tion of the attempts to forc® upon the 
better element of both the old parties 
men of objectionable standing to tem- 
perance people, and declared that tem- 
perance men. and church men are them- 
selves to blame in that they do not re- 
sent this more strenuously. 

“ll propose to work for the election 
of men who will represent clean gov- 
ernment, personal purity and high 
character, the things that good, true 
men want to be represented In their 
candidates, and I purpose telling my 
people this and urging them to do like- 
wise. And 1 pray the Lord that if any 
of my members go out and vote for 
these men who were mentioned heré to- 
night as the choice of the liquor Inter- 
esis, they may go out of the ballot 
booths and feel like mean sneaks al! 
the rest of their lives. I purpose to 
fight this to a finish for George Alex- 
Walter Batley and Mr. Glass- 
coc 

Unexpectedly. Mr. Alexander was 
discovered in the rear of the audito- 
rium by Chairman Merril). and he was 
called on for a apeech. He received 
an ovation of applause as he marched 
down the aisie to the platform, and 
this continued after he had reached 
the rostrum. Alexander briefly re- 
viewed his career as a Supervisor, and 
declared “IT belleve in temperance 
and always have done so. If people 
followed my habits there would be no 
liquer question, And I believe tn al- 
lowing the will of the people as ex- 
pressed on this question to prevail. 
In my work as a Supervisor I have 
followed this idea. Two years ago 
both Sides requested the question to 
be submitted, and both agreed to 
abide by the expressed will of the 
people. As a result, four-fifths of the 
county voted to go ‘dry.’ 

“When. the result became known, the 
liquor men came to me and said: ‘Pay 
no attention to this vote; it is only 
advisory. But I declared that any 
man who would turn down such an 
expression of the will of the people 
was not fit to be on the Board of Su- 
pervisors. 

“The lines are drawn straight, with 
the saloons on one side and the tem- 
perance element on the other. These 
people have spent over $10,000 to beat 
me In the convention, and they have 
men in the field all over the district 
who will use liquor men’s money freely 
to defeat me.” 

Rev. Robert J. Burdette kept the au- 
dience cheering with his witty remarks, 
and he scored many a good point. “I 
have’ preached three straight political 
sermons to my people already.” said 
the speaker, “and the campaign isn't 
half over. I tell you my pulpit is 
going to be a stump until election 
comes. I'm not In doubt as to what 
I am—I'm a red-hot, old-fashioned Re- 
publican of the hot tamale kind—but I 
want to tell you right here that I will 
work and vote to defeat every Repub- 
lican candidate on the Supervisorai 
ticket. This is a matter of good, pure, 
local government, 

“Now, I don’t ask you to vote as you 
pray... or .the most of you would be 
spending your time in the penitentiary. 
Be what you will, but when you come 
down to the dirty part of your ticker, 
scratch it, and assert the fact that 
decency pays in politics.” 

The meeting closed with a short ad- 
dress by Leonard Merrill. During the 
evening there were several entertain- 
ing musical numbers by Rae Condit, 
the whistler, and a selection by the 
Pryor Quartette from the University 
of Southern California.
